It would seem that the time-worn adage that no bibliography 
is ever truly exhaustive and complete is especially applicable 
to a study on the rfexican American, for his own efforts to prove 
that he is a first-class citizen have caught on with such force 
that he has become an object of daily concern. He has aroused 
a keen Interest among educators, sociologists and even among 
politicians who want to know who he is, where he is, what his 
problems are and, most importantly, what can be done to help 
him. Numerous organizations, government agencies and institu- 
tions of higher learning have assumed the task of identifying 
his problems and proposing solutions. From this recent research 
an interesting consensus of opinion has resulted - the Mexican 
American has contributed much to the success of his adopted 
country. He has helped to till its soil, fight its wars and 
enrich its cultural heritage with his customs, folklore and 
language. Uninne as he is, he is not really basically different 
from any other American. And he has determined that he will 
now reap the benefits of his labors, he will enjoy the same 
economic status as his non-Mexican counterpart, and he will 
share the beauty of his own culture with his countrymen. 

The U.S. Congress last year saw fit to Introduce and 
support a successful bill which will provide over 7 million 
dollars in funds for bilingual education. Some of the organi- 
zations which have expressed an Interest in developing materials 
for this and similar educational programs are: The Southwest 

Cooperative F^ucational Laboratory, in Albuquerque, New Mexico* 

Tlie Southwest Educational Development T.aboratory in Austin, Texas; 
Southwest Regional Laboratory for Educational Research and Develop- 
ment in Inglewood, California: Far West I.aboratory for Educational 
Research and Development in Berkeley, California: the Pan American 
Union Books for the People Fund, Inc. and Project LEER, both in 
Washington D. C.r The Center for Applied Linguistics also in Wash- 
ington* and the ID Educational Resources Information Centers located 
throughout the country with offices at the Bureau of Research, U.S. 
Office of Education, Washington D. C. 

Tlie Federal government has taken a new interest in revitalizing 
the programs which are designed to improve the lot of minority groups 
and in disseminating information about these programs. TVo publica- 
tions which have proved to be particularly Informative are: Federal- 

State Programs for Deve lopi ng Hum a n and Community Resources , a packet 
of information prepared by the Federal Extension Service, U.S. Dept, 
of Agriculutre; and Catalog of Federal Assistance Programs , produced 
by the Office of Economic Opportunity. The Superintendent of Docu- 
ments, U.S. Government Printing Office, Washington D. C. has for sale 
a number of booklets in Spanish on such topics as child care, consumer 
protection, women's rights, etc. The U.S. Information Agency and the 
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U. S. Agency for International Development both have numerous publica- 
tions and audio-visual materials in Spanish which could be useful to 
the Mexican American community. Although existing legislation prevents 
the circulation within the U. S. of materials developed for distribution 
abroad, there has been discussion about the feasablllty of seeking per- 
mission to implement some of these materials in programs such as bilingual 
education. The U. S. Department of Health, Education and Welfare in 
Washington has established two offices which concentrate on Mexican Ameri- 
can affairs: The Mexican American Unit of the Office of Education and 
tbe Office of the Spanlsh-Surnamed located in the Office of the Secretary. 

In addition, the Hispanic Foundation of the Library of Congress, which 
normally occupies itself with the literary and historical affairs of Latin 
America, has recently expressed an interest in the.j,Spanish-speaking people 
of the United States. ^ 

Perhaps the most encouraging sign of all is 3bhe tendency of colleges 
and universities to fulfill their obligation as Social institutions by 
not only recruiting and financially assisting members of the Spanlsh- 
Surnamed minority, but also by establishing special centers or institutes 
on Mexican American studies. California has led the way in this innovative 
idea: Claremont College, Whittier College, San Fernando Valley State College, 
Santa Clara University, California State University campuses at Los Angeles, 
Hayworth, Long Beach, and Fullerton, and the University of California at 
Los Angeles are only a few of the schools in that state with such centers. 

St. Mary’s University in San Antonio, Texas and the University of New Mexico 
at Albuquerque are among other Southwestern institutions developing similar 
programs . 

The trend to regard the Mexican American as an integral part of the 
society of these United States is continuing to gain momentum as the 
traditional dividing lines are disappearing. We can expect, then, that 
the materials produced regarding the Mexican American shall grow in wealth, 
and, consequently, vre must continue combing indices and reader’s guides, 
as well as recording other materials that come to our attention, to keep 
abreast of this rising tide. 
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
